DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's cancellation of claims 1, 2, 5-7 and 10-14, in the paper of 8/20/2008, 
is acknowledged. Claims 15-17 are at issue and are present for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 15-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest an isolated single stranded binding protein comprising the 
amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 76. While U.S. Patent No. 6,677,1 46 teaches an 
isolated single stranded binding protein from Bacillus subtilis and these proteins are 
about the same size and share numerous areas of homology, a single stranded binding 
protein comprising the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO: 176 is not obvious over the 
prior art. Additionally, U.S. Patent No. 6,380,370, U.S. Patent No. 6,617,156 and U.S. 
Patent No. 6,583,275 teach additional proteins from additional species that share 
regions of high homology with the claimed protein and even higher homology with the 
SSB protein of U.S. 6,677,146, however, the claimed protein is not anticipated or made 
obvious over the prior art.
